The drug scene is expanding. Twenty years ago it was almost 
non-existent, but today its market grosses into the hundreds of 
millions of dollars. It reaches into all classes and age groups down 
even into the grammar schools, much to the dismay of parents, 


educators and police. 


The snowball effect is accelerated as new drugs are introduced, 
such as LSD, DMT, and STP, and as the availability of the drugs 


increases. 


Police, in their anxiety to at least slow the fast moving rat-race in 
drugs, arrest the “‘little guy’? — the small-time pusher, the user, the 
possesser. This has little or no positive effect other than to cause 


hard feelings against the ‘“‘cops’’. 


The place where the police and investigators are needed is against 
the big time — the people who bring in the kilos of uncut heroin the 


hundreds of pounds of pills as the pure LSD. 


Friends of the little guys are the ones who are needed to aid in 
solving the problem on this level. Information can be made available 
to the public and groups can organize to give physical and moral 


support to those who are on drugs. 


An effective program planned by adults, such as the NACC 
(Narcotic Addiction Control Commission) does not seem to reach 
the young people involved, but such a program may prove to be an 
effective educator of those not involved with the drug scene - 


providing they tell it like it is. 


Can an answer be found in the drug council? Only one way to 


find out. 


Vietnam: A Corrective Essay 


After Geneva 


The Geneva Conference on Indochina was held in May, June, and 
July of 1954, with all of the world powers, and those directly 
responsible in attendance. Particularly the Viet Minh, France, the 
United States, Red China, South Vietnam, with Great Britain, and 
the Soviet Union, acting as co-chairmen. The Viet Minh were in a 
strong position at the conference, having defeated the French at 


Dien Bien Phu the day before the parley began. 


The representatives of the 
South Vietnamese government, 
proposed a_ trusteeship be 
established under the United 
pending general 
elections under United Nations 
supervision. This proposal was 
quickly vetoed as not being a 
true solution to the problem. 

The Agreement on the 
Cessation of Hostilities in 
Vietnam, was signed on July 20, 
1954, by France, and the Viet 
Minh. The accords agreed on the 
partition of the country at 
approximately the 17th parallel, 
the withdrawal of the Viet Minh 
to the North, and the French 
and the non-communists to the 
South. The armed forces of both 
countries were to maintain their 
levels at the time of the 
cessation. Free movement was to 
be allowed between the two 
countries for one year, with 
elections tg be held throughout 


Vietnam in July 1956, An 
International Controls 
Commission was established, 


consisting of Poland, Canada, 
and India, to guarantee that the 
agreement was complied with. 
South Vietnam did not sign 
the agreement, because the 
government thought that free 
elections would be. impossible 
throughout all of Vietnam. The 


United States did not sign either, - 


hoping that both sides would 
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respect the agreement. However, 
the United States stated that, “‘it 
would view any renewal of the 
aggression in violation of the 
aforesaid agreements with grave 
concern, and as seriously 
threatening international peace 
and secunty.” This statement, 
made during” the Eisenhower 
administration, was the basis for 
the ensuing American 
involvement in Vietnam. 

As was expected, the North 
Vietnamese did not comply fully 
with the accords. At least a half 
a million peasants were refused 
to leave North Vietnam. This 
fact was attested to by the 
humanitarian, Dr. Tom Dooley, 
and Canadian representatives of 
the ICC. At about the same 
time, it was noted that the 
South Vietnamese Army was 
reduced by twenty thousand 
men, while the North 
Vietnamese Army was-increased 
from seven to twenty divisions. 

Along the same line, North 
Vietnam was found to have 
supported and _ supplied an 
attack in a northern province of 
Laos on November 6, 1959. 
Nothing could be done by any 
party to halt the increasing 
violations by the North. The ICC 
was powerless to act, being only 
a referee in the matter. Canada, 
Great Britain; and the United

_ held in the beginning of 1956, to 
choose a constituent assembly. 


President of the Republic of 
South Vietnam. There was never 
any mention of elections in the 
North. 

After the separation of the 
two countries, it was found that 
the North was going from bad to 
worse, while the South was 
prospering. Ho Chi Minh had a 

‘difficult time forming — his 

country . into the — idealic 
democracy he envisioned. Those 
who went against his rule were 
wy murdered. It was estimated that 
at least fifty thousand peasants 
“were killed during the early 
years. Much has been written of 
the atrocities performed by the 
Ho Chi Minh regime, to bring 
the people in line. Such as the 
school children who had their 
ears punctured, because they 
were studying religion, and 
reading the catechism. And the 
children’s teacher who had his 

_ tongue cut out. 

Corruption and the black 
market are the biggest headaches 
facing the government. 
Embezzlement of public funds 
by party cadres is a serious 
problem. The black market is 
the most successful enterprise, in 
terms of profits in the North. 
The standard of living is one of 
the lowest in the world. All 
‘prices of goods are controlled by 
the state. The only people in a 
position to do well, are those 
belonging to the party. The 
communist government in the 
North is not that different from 

~ any other communist country. 
There is the usual two-part caste 
system. The party members, and 
the peasants. If it were not for 
massive assistance from other 
countries, North Vietnam would 
not last long by itself. The 
amount of food and industrial 
production, is far below that 
needed by the population. To 
put it simply, the North is an 
economic and financial disaster. 

On the other hand, the South

Ngo Dinh Diem was named as’ 


started to prosper and progress 
rapidly after the republic was 


established in 1956. President 
Ngo Dinh Diem set out to 
revamp all aspects of the 


economy, and publi¢ services. It 
was Diem’s belief that to have a 
strong government, a good 
education system was needed. In 
the five-year period following 
the Geneva Agreements, 
enrollment in higher education 


institutions increased two fold. 


Enrollment in the primary and 
secondary systems also increased 
two-fold during the same period. 


A Special interest was placed 


in the field of public health. In 
1959, four hundred times as 
much money was spent on 


health in South Vietnam, as had 
been spent in 1953 throughout 
all of Vietnam. A strict program 
was undertaken to combat the 
many diseases which ravage the 
country. 

Agrarian reform was next in 
line. Farmers were — given 
subsidies by the government as 
an incentive for increased 
production. The rice out-put was 
enough to export for the first 
time, in 1963. Livestock, and 
other food production was 
increased measurably during the 
nine year period, following the 
Geneva Accords. 

Everything was looking good 
for South Vietnam up until 
1963. Communist aggression was 
beginning to mount in the 
country-side. Dissolutionment — 
was increasing toward the Diem 
regime. Being unable to cope 
with the communists, he was 
assassinated on November 1, 
1963. Following Diem were a 
number of different regimes. 
Relative stability didn’t appear 
again until 1965, when the 
government was headed _ by 
Nguyen Van Thieu and Nguyen 
Cao Ky. 

Almost everyone knows what 
has happened in Vietnam since 
Thieu and Ky took over the 
government. Also everyone have 
formulated their own thoughts 
on the Vietnam conflict. These» 
three articles were not meant to 
sway ones thinking one way, or 
the other. Only the basic facts 
were presented. Perhaps you 
read something that you did not 
know before. That was the 
essence of this three part article.

George 
Fisher and Jim Brody angered 
the 4,000 partisan fans by

Glenn Price. The Hornet’s 
Sagging defense held Price and 
6’6” Wally Shafer to relatively 
few points and the Bonnie’s 
were forced to take the 
desperation shots from outside. 
The shooting for our cagers was 
consistent all around as they 
worked. the ball well, setting 
their own pace for the game, and 
looking for the good shot. It’s 
always tough to win on St. 
Bona’s court and Coach Baldwin 
is justifiably proud of this 
victory. We proved we can play 
against a tall team and win - 
this, of course, being important 
when considering regional and 
national play.
